Before budget fixers make a mess of the 
figures proposed to Congress last Monday, 
taxpayers need to be ‘‘readjusted" too 
Governments can violate ail the rules laid 
down for citizens in the handling of money 
This is confusing 
It ic resented But it's a 
fact 
In the case of the Eisenhower administra 
tion's latest budget, the issue between 
the 
White House and Congress is whether cock­ 
eyed 
government 
arithmetic 
will prevail 
again, or whether government will be forced 
to use privete-citizen arithmetic this time 
The Eisenhower budget is a proposal to sit 
tight on spending, allowing only a billion and 
■-half dollars more than before, and to hope 
for an income boom that will make money 
run out of the upstairs window of the I S. 
T reasury. 
The surplus money then would be applied 
to retire as much as possible of the topheavy 
national debt, whose interest ch a rg es now 
take ll cents of every budget dollar—the sec­ 
ond largest item of federal spending 
The way things shape up in modern budg­ 
ets. the only way to reduce the mtal is to 
commit all surplus to debt reduction in ad­ 
vance Otherwise, spenders will grab all un­ 
com m itted sums and add them to the spend­ 
ing total. 


AS OF NOW. until It has been proved 
otherwise, there is no congressional majority 
for bolding spending inside the budget rec­ 
om m endation of a little less than RO billion 
dollars. N either is there a majority for ad­ 
ding another half cent to the federal gaso lin e 
tax and another cent to first-class mail rates 
to beef up income 
lf the Eisenhow er administration wants to 
end its two term s with a budget in balance 
and aet a good example for the future, it 
will have to create friendly majorities out of 
hostile majorities 
Few politicians think this is in the cards

3. According to competent es­ 
timates, the available economical 
land-fill area will be exhausted 
in about IO years and the building 
will lose its usefulness. 
The desirability of having

ment is quite appropriate a n d 
n e r d s 
serious 
consideration. 
A 
comprehensive zoning ordinance is 
a preliminary requirement before 
any public agency may enter into 
urban development, with or with­ 
out government aid 
To date, no 
such zoning ordinance is in ex­ 
istence. However, various zornng 
.studies 
by 
individuals 
and 
by 
groups are alike in one respect. 
They all recommend that the area 
between 3rd St. and the river be 
classified for industrial use 
Frankly, if the time ever comes 
when the city-owned site on 2nd 
St 
is required for industrial use. 
I. for one. would be most happy 
to suffer the embarrassm ent of 
having to move the city garages. 
It is precisely with that thought 
in mind that we propose to erect 
prefabricated 
buildings w h i c h 
could be readily moved to another 
site with no appreciable loss, oth­ 
er than the floor slabs.

current fiscal year that ends June 
30 
It will he recalled that the 1959 
budget was for $80.700000 000 that 
actually there is something of a 
reduction to be noted in the course 
of the two fiscal years 
The 1959 budget, moreover, had 
to take care of a deficit due to the 
recession 
Mr. Eisenhower feels that 
now 
that business has recovered, the 
excess of tax receipts

penses should be applied

public debt. He says: 
“ Unless some amounts are ap­ 
plied to the reduction of debt in

IN TIME OF WAR there is

course, no limit to the spending 
or the size of the debt but in a 
period such as the world faces to- 
d; v the feeling of all governments, 
including the Soviet regime, is that 
expenses can and must be limited 
One reason perhaps is that, with 
the invention of destructive weap­ 
ons of the nuclear type, it isn't 
so important to argue about how 
many more millions of people ran 
he destroyed by more weapons but 
to come to a decision as to whether, 
the existing defense power is ade­

President Eisenhower took office 


seven years ago today. So, now 
that he has only one year to go. 
it can be asked: How has he done? 


People generally at home and

judgment of history, as usual, will 
take time. 
One thing is sure 
He has pro­ 
vided a presidency different from 
what the country has grown used 
to under the emphatic aggressive­

Roosevelt, 
both

whom willingly made enemies to 
get things done 
Eisenhower has plenty of critics 
but it’s difficult to think of one 
person who could be called his 
enemy 
That is perhaps the most 
amazing feature of his presidency 
But it’s no wonder He has made 
a While House career of restraint 
He 
has 
avoided 
conflicts 
and 
name-calling 
He has tried to get 
things done without leaving scars. 
Is that the way to run the presi­ 
dency? 
There’ll 
be 
arguments 
over that for years 
Sen John F Kennedy, the Mas­ 
sachusetts Democrat w'ho wants to 
be president, says Eisenhower is 
a weak leader, that in effect he 
has pushed 
problems under the 
bed, leaving them to his successor 
to struggle with 
But Vice President Richard M 
Nixon, anxious to be that succes­ 
sor. only last weekend called his 
boss a strong leader with a dif­ 
ferent technique. Nixon says Ei­ 
senhower simply gets things done 
by 
persuasion 
instead 
of 
table- 
thumping 
One thing history will have to 
decide: Did this happen to be a 
period when Americans, happy' in 


many other ways with their pros­ 


perity. were perfectly content with 


the soft approach” 
How' else explain Eisenhower .' 


popularity if the people felt he 
was ignoring their needs? There 
has been no great public clamor 
to get done the things he has left 
undone 
Among other things. Nixon said, 
history will consider Eisenhower a 
strong leader for his part in ending 
the Suez crisis and in going into 
Lebanon when communism threat­ 
ened Even this, which seems fact­ 
ual enough on the surface, may 
be disputed 
History may decide Britain and 
France would never have begun 
the Suez adventure if the Eisen­ 
hower administration had backed 
France and Britain against Egypt 
beforehand, As for Lebanon, no 
one seems sure now how close 
communism was. 
During 
Eisenhower's 
adminis­ 
tration the Soviets got 
ahead of 
America 
in 
missile 
and 
space 
development 
a n d 
confidently 
threatened to overtake and sur­ 
pass the United Slates economi­ 
cally 
Yet. if Eisenhower hadn’t been 
the kind of man 
he is—patient 
and 
exuding good 
will—Premier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev 
might 
never 
have tried to work out a peace­ 
ful settlement with America 
One 
of 
the 
most 
astonishing 
facts of his White House terms 
has been that, confronted in the 
declining years of his presidency 
by an overwhelming Democratic 
Congress, he made the Democrats 
eat out of his hand 
History may 
decide this was less a tribute to 
Eisenhower than it was a savage
